MURDERER OMIVE 


CAUGHT TODAY 


Arlington, Minn., Aug. 21—Theodore

and took refuge in the barn of his sis- 
ter's- farm, two miles from the scene of 
the tragedy. Wailert admitted his guUt 
and has been placed in Jail. 


An Associated Press dispatch! 


Middlebury, Vt., this afternoon, says 
that the jury in the murder trial of 
Frederick Eastwood, formerly of this 
city, returned a. verdict of guilty of 
murder in the first degree this morn- 
ing. The jury had been out all night, 
having1 taken the case about 5 o'clock 
yesterday 
afternoon. 
Sentence was 


deferred pending the filing of excep- 
tions. 


The verdict was a great surprise to 


nearly all, especially after the charge 
of Judge Tyler, whose interpretation) of 
the law appeared somewhat favorable 
to Eastwood. 
Eastwood heard the verdict coolly and 
appeared as unconcerned as any one in 
court room. He manifested no sign of 
emotion, riot even a change of color. 
At the conclusion of the proceedings he 
walked back to jail as jauntily as he 
had left it. After the announcement of 
the verdict, Judge T#er t&aKk&d the 
jury for the unus-ual attention) they had 
given the case.

Eastwood, who formerly lived near

The siootins 
was accompanied by alleged attempts 
to shoot his wife and other members of 
his family, his wife having' refused to 
return to Greenfield, where he then 
ived, aftw the funeral of her father. 
The trial, which was begun August 
, came to an end yesterday afternoon 
•with the chasgfe of Judge Taylor. Just

Boston, Aug. 21.—Followliug Is a state- 


i ment of the weather and crop conditions 
1 of New England, compiled from the re- 
i ports of correspondents of the weather 
! bureau throughout the section, for tha 
i week ending Aug. 20: 


The past weet was favorable for crops 


• not yet matured. The weather of the 
! week preceding had 
produced much 


damage in portions of southern New 


; England, and in south central Connecti- 
' cut the drought still prevails,. While 


I the heavy rains of the past week have 


,' been of Iheetirnable value to corn, pota- 
! toes, buckwheat and turnips, they have 


I retarded harvesting- in the nc^thern 
1 states. In some instances fields of un- 


out wheat, oats and barley have lodged 
badly. Under such conditions the pre- 
vailing- cloudy and wet weather has 
caused considerable damage. Though 
the straw of earij grain was light, and 
though the hay crop was short, the late 
fodder will be luxuriant. Millet, Hun- 
garian grass, and all crops sown for 
ensilage a>e making- rapid" growth. 


The rains have apparently checked 


the falling- of apples, peaches and plums, 
and have greatly increased the black- 
berry yield in northern localities. 
No 


agricultural interest has been improved 
more during the week than dairying. 
Pastures everywhere are greatly im- 
proved; streams that were dry 10 days 
ago are now running- and there has been 
a marked increase in the supply of the 
milk. While harvesting has been hin- 
dered other jjarm operations ha-ve been 
helped by the rainfall. Fall plowing has 
now begun, and fields will at once be 
prepared for ijall seeding. 


Northern New England will secure a 


splendid second growth of grass, but 
only a portion of the southern district 
will be so favored. Meadows every- 
where, however, are now Improving, and 
pastures that were brown a few days 
ago are now green. 


Corn is late, but very piomising-. Little 


buckwheat was sown in Connecticut on 
account of the dry weather. 


Despite the large amount of apples 


that have fallen, there yet remain* an 
average crop. In dry districts marKet- 
able apples will be less than usual, but 
elder apples will be in great quantities. 
A few correspondents from Maine state 
that while the trees are laden the fruit 
is small. P^ums and grapes are abun- 
dant and flourishing. 


Beans and late potatoes are doing 


well, though several reports from Maine 
and Vermont state that blight has af- 
fected the latter crop. Rust has seri- 
ously injured cucumbers and melon 
vines. Few turnips were sown In th« 
dry areas.

Some Are Beyond All Present Power 


of Computation. 


A problem in which astronomers are 


now much interested is that of the dis- 
tances of the stars, especially how far 
out they extend. It was formerly thought 
that the brightest stars were the nearest 
and the faintest the most distant. But it 
is now found that this is not the whole 
truth and that some of the brightest 
stars are as far away as those which we 
cannot see without a telescope. 


There are two remarkable cases of thia 


kind. Canopus, in the constellation Ar- 
go, is, next to Sirius, the brightest star in 
the sky. But its distance is immeasura- 
bly great, BO that astronomers have not 
been able to learn anything certain about 
it. The most interesting conclusion from 
this is that Canopus, although it is only 
a. star in the sky, is really thousands of 
times brighter than the sun- 


Canopus is not the only star of which 


this is true. Rigei, in the constellation 
Orion, is a star of the first magnitude, 
yet its distance is beyond all that the 
most powerful instruments of astronomy 
can fathom. There jn.ay ba ye*- other 
stars 10,000 times as bright as the sun 
and yet so far away that we do not see 
them as very bright stars. 


There are now about 60 stars of whose 


distance astronomers have been able to 
get some idea. The distances of a few of 
the nearest of these have been measured 
with some approach, to exactness, but the 
farther a star is the harder it becomes 
to secure exactness in such measure- 
ments. But astr<*iomers are always try- 
ing to improve their instruments, and ev- 
ery year they are finding out more and 
more about the arrangement of the stars. 


Perhaps before the twentieth ceutury 


shall be half gone they will know how 
far off the Milky Way is—something they 
have as yet no certain way of learning.— 
Professor Newcomb in Youth's Compan- 
ion.

How Cotton Ia Sluuufuctared. 
A rich Chinaman wears silk, a poor 


»nc cotton. 
Since the proportion of 


•Ich to poor is about one to a thousand, 
It follows that the growth and manu- 
facture of cottou are of prime uecessi- 


, ty. It is thought cottou culture was 
begun; in the tlili-teenth century, the 
plant coming from India, where it has 
been known for 2,000 years. In spite 
of her unequaled agriculture China 
' does not raise cotton for export nor, in 
fact, enough for her own needs, says 
the New York Suu. In tlie growth and 
' teanufacture of It, as In everything 
else, the aim is not, as in the United 
States, to save hand labor, but to use 
us much of it as possible. There are 
no power gins for taking out the seed. 
Instead the Chinese use little baud 
gins very like those still to be found In 
the homespun regions of the Appala- 
chian chain. The gin Is nothing more 
.than a couple of small wooden rollers 
made 'fast in uprights affixed to a 
bench. They are turned by u wooden 
crank, revolve one against the other 
and free the cotton of seed by drawing 
the lint through the narrow space be- 
tween. The lint is fed to them by 
hand, and it takes a long and steady 
day's work to gin five pounds of lint, 
•which means 20 pounds of cotton in 
the seed. 


The cotton Is carded simultaneously 


with the ginning. A second man stands 
at the end of the b.ench beating the 
clean cotton with the tee-kung, or 
earth bow, into big, flaky bats. These 
bats the women spin in various ways. 
Sometimes they use the old fashioned 
spinning wheel. 
Much oftener it is 


something approximating the ancient 
distaff. The spinner twirls it steadily, 
.walking around and around as she 
twirls, thus winding the lengthening 
thread into very long hanks. If It is 
spun and run into broaches or quills, 
they are often reeled with a hand reel. 


Chinese Industry indeed is as Invet- 


erate as Chinese economy. 
Women 


usually work at such reeling while 
they stand at gossip in the alleyways 
between their houses. If there is no 
reel handy, they will be stitching upon 
a s"hoe sole, always a salable article. 
Bare feet are unknown in China. Even 
a beggar wears shoes, though he may 
have no other clothing-than the head 
bowl, which serves both as a hat and 
to hold out when there is a chance of 
alms. 


Nothing is wasted In China. Even 


Crass and wheat roots are pulled up, 
washed, dried and used for fnel. Scraps 
of paper and cloth are pasted together 
to make tho^ insoles of shoes. Bite of 
wood are glued to build up either a 
board or a post. Women spinners and 
straw plalters earn 2 cents a day. The 
spinning, though, is, most commonly, 
like the weaving at the hand looms, on- 
ly a part of unpaid household labor. 
Machine made cloth and thread have 
of late come to bear heavily upon the 
cotton workers, but that fact is in a de- 
gree offset by the growing imports of 
raw cotton. Still some of the light yel- 
low" handmade fabric, 
known 
the 


world over as nankeen, from the city 
of eiRprt, Nenkin, is shipped abroad, 
It is made from a peculiar yellow sta- 
ple cotton; hence not dyed. The same 
yellow staple cotton is grown and man- 
ufactured by. Acadians In Louisiana, 
but the fabric Is so coarse that it does 
not compete with the Chinese article. 


Five dollars a year will clothe a Chi- 


nese husband and wife something more 
than decently. Underwear is unknown. 
So is fitting a garment 
The only 


measures taken are from the hip to the 
ground and from the middle of the 
breast to the finger tips. Fashions do 
not change. Winter garments and bed- 
ding are wadded With cotton. Once a 
year they must be ripped apart and 
washed, padding and all. 


How needful Is. economy may be 


Judged from a few figures. Unskilled 
laborers receive upon an average 7 
cents a day. Masons, carpenters and 
etonecutters, here as elsewhere the 
aristocracy ot labor, get from 25 to 30 
cents a day. Work begins at sunrise 
and keeps up until dark. Strikes are 
virtually' unknown, and the Chinese la-

Governor Denver Suggested tne Ti- 


tle to Stephen A. Douglas. 


F. M. Clevenger, a lawyer of Wilming- 


ton, O., in an interesting letter tells how 
Montana was named. Tie says: 


"In the yepr 1888 I was a law student 


.In the law office of the late General J. D. 
Denver in "Washington and also occupied 
the position of confidential clerk to him. 
During a conversation between us about 
Montana territory the general asked me 
if I knew how the ten-it, isy got its name. 
I answered in the neguti.'e, and he re- 
marked. 'I am the only person living 
who knows,' and proceeded in hia modest 
way to relate the incident to me. 


"Denver had been the much loved ter- 


ritorial governor of Kansas, which at, 
that time included the greater part, if 
not all, of the present state of Colorado. 
He was very intimate with Stephen A. 
Douglas. I cannot remember the esact 
time of this incident as given me by Gen- 
eral Denver, but it was after Denver had 
been governor of Kansas territory and 
before Douglas ceased to be a senator. 
Douglas sent for Denver to come to his 
house, which was in Washington, both 
being there at the time. During the even- 
ing's conversation Douglas said that he 
was going to introduce a bill to form some 
new territories and wanted Denver to 
give him an appropriate name. He had 
a map of the country before him. Colo- 
rado was the first name suggested, but 
Douglas replied, 'I have suggested that 
name for this one,' pointing on the map 
to what is now the state of Colorado. 'I 
want a name for a territory I am going 
to mark out up here in the mountains.' 


"Denver's life in the west and service 


ia the Mexican war made him familiar 
with many Spanish words, and he re- 
marked, 'Why not call it Montana?' 


"Douglas immediately said, 'What does 


it mean?' Denver replied, 'It is a Span- 
ish word and means a mountainous coun- 
try.' 
"Douplas* wife was one of the most 


noted linguists <r2 the capital, and he, 
doubting Denv^s knowledge of Spanish, 
walked out into the hall and called to his, 
wife, who'was up stairs, and said, 'My 
dear, do you know any such word as 
"Montana?"' to which she readny re- 
pled, It is a Spanish word and means a 
mountainous country.' 


"Douglas returned and said, 'Governor, 


it's just the word, and I will adopt it.' A 
bill followed in a few days in which 
'Montana' appeared. The bill did not 
pass at that time and if I correctly re- 
member the story not in the lifetime of 
Douglas, but the uame stuck, and from 
that incident Montana got its name. 


"General Denver was a very modest man 


and rarely even to intimate friends spoke 
of events with which he was connected, 
and as be is now dead I may be the only 
person who knows of tho incident. I 
have given it to you as related to me by 
the general, and I thought your people 
might be interested not only to knowing 
the story, but in preserving it."—Chicago 
Inter Ocean.

Electric PU!i cf the Kile. 


Professor Francis Gotch describes the 


electric fish of the Nile, of which the 
Egyptians made pictures thousands of 
years ago and which still inhabits the wa- 
ters of that river, u» being provided with 
an electrical organ that incloses the whole 
body. It is situated in the skin, and 
wheu viewed with a microscope is seen 
to be composed of about 2,000,000 beauti- 
fully formed little disks superposed upoa 
connected rows of minute compartments 
La which, are the terminals of nerves. The 
shock is produced by an intense current 
which traverses the entire organ from 
the head to the tail of the fish, returning 
through tbe surroundings. It stuns small 
fish In the neighborhood. Professor Gotch 
likens its action to that of a self loading 
and self discharging gun. The electromo- 
tive force of the organ in a fish only eight 
InelicB long can, he asserts, attain tbe 
surprising maximum of 200 volts. A sin- 
gle giant nerve cell at the head of the 
spinal column is the source of the im- 
pulses wbidh discharge the organ.— 
Youth's Companion.

GINGERADE!.

ground ginger, previously moisten-ed in 
cold water.

porcelain-lined kettle, let it come to a 
boil, skim and set aside to get cold.

PRESSED CHICKEN. 


Select a good sized fowl, weighing 


four or five pounds. Put it over the firs 
in a pot with four quarts of cold water, 
a large onion and a small carrot, both 
sliced, a stalk of cooking celery, a- baj» 
leaf, and a sprig of parsley. Let tha 
water take at least an hour to come to 
the boil and never let it get beyond a 
gentle simmer at tha side of the pot 
Hard boiUngr Clever makes a chicken 
tender. It should cook from four to five 
hours. When it is tender enough, to slip 
from the bones take out the chicken. 
Chop most of it fine, reserving some 
pieces of the dark, and some of the light 
meat. When the chicken is cold moisten, 
it with the gravy, to which has been 
added a>little gelatine, in the proportion 
of a teaspoonful of the gelatine, soaked, 
to a pint of the liquor. If the gravy is 
not highly seasoned, add to it a littl« 
onion juice and celery salt as well as tha 
common salt that should not be put in 
until the fowl is cooked. Arrange the 
large pieces of chicken that have been 
reserved on the bottom of a plain mould 
that has been rinsed out with-cold water; 
and put the chopp-ed chicken overthia, 
Set the mould away in a cold place, wiW 
a heavy weight oifthe chicken. By ths 
end of several hours—five or six—IS • 
should be nrm enough to turn out, but it" 
is batter to take it to the picnic ground 
In the mould and cvf it there. '

admit, without doubt the pictures of 
Idegoneracy have in some instances 
b««n overdrawn, but it la safe to nre- 
•ume that if there had not been aomo 
3ub»tAnU*4 foundation for tb« claim 


that life in tb« small and renwrte tarm- ] 
ing communltiles la not what it was 
in a former day the fact would have 
been established and the discussion 
would have ended before now. 


This subject has been, taken up by 


A. E. Wlnship, who contributes an in- 
teresting erUcle to the current number 
of the New England magazine, 
in 


which, he contends that not only are 
the hill towns not going backward in 
the general conditions of life, but are 
making steady and decided progress. 
In substantiation of his views he calls 
attention to the fact that most of these 
ctommunities are within comfortable 
reach of goodi city markets, that they 
have better roads the year round than 
the country towns in most states, that 
the schools have greatly improved, be- 
ing now provided with better build- 
ings, better furniture, better teachers 
and better courses of study, all of 
which blessings are largely due to the 
excellent school laws of the state. He 
finds the clegeiijerate fam|Uie£ fewer 
than they were 40 years ago, and the de- 
scendants of degenerates undergoing a 
remarkable toning up. 
While Mr. 


Winship finds that a few farms here 
and there have been abandoned^ he 
takes the sensible view <hat this has 
happened only in such cases as the 
abandoners could better their condi- 
tion by a change, and that the farms 
abandoned are not and nex'or were fit- 
ted to support a Massachusetts family 
in such a way as an intelligent and 
self-respecting family should live. Cn 
this point he agrees with the view re- 
cently set forth in this paper, and sees 
no cause for alarm in the "abandoned 
farm" cry. 


But some of the facts'cited by Mr. 


"Winshi'i in support of his belief that 
the hill towns are progressing instead 
of retrograding do not meet the point. 
It may be true that the markets are 
better than they were in earlier days.. 
and that the schools have undergone 
some improvement, though there are 
people who question whether more 
practical results are accomplished by 
them now than was the case 50 years 
agot They nave been "modernized" 
to a great extent, but It may reason- 
ably toe asked If those who acauire 
their education In the country schools 
read, write, spell or "flgger" 
better 


than did the graduates of the old 
days, or do they use better srammar? 


But whether they do or not, jt is not 


these things that decide whether these 
towns are today better or worse places 
to live in than they once were. There 
are many other thines that have 
changed even more than the schools, 
and no one familiar' with the circum- 
stances can deny that some of these 
changes have been for the worse. It 
is a fact that for many years past a 
large proportion, of the young and best 
blood of these communities- has been 
drawn away from them to more {invit- 
ing1 and profitable fields. In 
many 


instances their Dlaces ha^e remained 
vacant, which is bad 
ennuirh, but 


where they have been taken by others 
it has often been worse, as those- who 
have followed them have not been a 
class to make their places srood. The 
nearn&ss to cities, which helDS in the 
•wjj^y of markets, also helps in the work 
of demoralizing the boys and hired 
men, and every one knotws that the evil 
of intemperance in the small towns is 
fai greater today than, it was a gen- 
eration ago. It is no uncommon thins 
for drunken men to go brawling alone 
the country 
roads, abusing 
ftieir 


horses and disturbing the peace by 
their profanity and obscenity, and this 
in the absence of officers and atrpfit 
lights is a gross discomfort and evil. 
As a ru?e, the religious life in these 
commuEities has also gone backward 
The churches are small and 
feeb.e, 


ministered to by youn^ and inexper- 
ienced men, or older ones who have 
been unsuccessful in the larger fields. 
Moreover, these little churches, almost 
too1 small to stand alone, are oft^.n 
rent by internal dissensions, and the 
painful results are only tOo well un- 
derstood. Ihe social ILfe jg not what 
it once was, arid there ig a-spirit of 
discontent and dissatisfaction that is 
not to be overcome by schools or mar- 
kefs. 


What the future nmv brinsr to these 


communities none can tell, but tKere 
is no use in denying the fact that to- 
day there is *i many of them a woe- 
ful lack of those things that make 
life worth the living.

Row Long Can a Beheaded Man Live 


and Move. 


Recently there has been much argu- 


ment abroad aiming to prove that tlie de- 
capitation of criminals is the most cruel 
form possible of inflicting the death sen- 
tence. 
Some of the pronounced oppo- 


nents of this form of capital punishment 
declared that the circulation of blood in 
the severed head did not cease for three 
hours and that during that period the 
head could see, hear and smell. 
Dr. 


Wnrm, a German expert, has felt moved 
to reply to these statements. He says 
that he handled many heads of decapitat- 
ed criminals and that there is not the 
least doubt possible as to the fact of ab- 
solute death. 


"Immediately after the executitm," he 


says, "the heads were pale, entirely 
bloodless and absolutely without life. 
Not even refiex actions could be pro- 
duced, and only for a short period could 
the galvanic current produce them. But 
a most interesting inquiry would be that 
of remaining snjnal energy in the decap- 
itated body. Beheaded frogs, chickens, 
ducks and even rabbits have been known 
to carry out independent movements, 
such as scratching of an irritated spot, 
jerking away an extremity when it waa 
pinched and going through the motions 
of running, swimming and jumping."

1088 in Hamburg entitled "Greatest 
Things In the World; or, So (Jailed Ke- 
lations Curiosse.

HAYMAKING BY WIRE. 


How Peasants Harvest InaccegBlble 


Meadow* In Western Norway. 


Far above the narrow, sea filled val- 


leys which stretch their arms 100 miles 
into the country, high above the farms 
that stnd the banks of the westeru 
fiords of Norway, atnong.the rocky slopes 
of the mountains, up ufiBer the very edge 
of the glittering glaciers and tbe eternal 
snow that covers the great plateaus of 
Fojgefonden, Hardangervidda and the 
Jostedalsbrae, there are patches of ver- 
dure almost invisible from the decks of 
the passing tourist steamers or only ap- 
pearing like specks on the rugged slopes 
of the mountains which tower thousands 
of feet above them. 


On the most accessible of these moun- 


tain pastures the peasants have erected 
small huts as places of refuge for the wo- 
men that herd the cattle in the moun- 
tains during the summer months. 
In 


these huts, which are called "saeters" in 
Norwegian, the milk is made into cheese 
end butter. 


Some of these grassy patches among 


the bowlders are, however, inaccessible 
to the cattle, but it would never do to let 
that excellent mountain grass, which pro- 
duces such rich. mi!k a=d gi^es such de- 
licious flavor to the butter and the 
cheese, go to waste. The sturdy peas- 
ant lads and lassies climb into the most 
inaccessible places and cut the grass, 
thus increasing their winter stores by 
many tons of excellent hay. 


A very ingenious means of transport 


has been devised for getting the grass 
from these meadows among the clouds 
down into the valleys below, consisting of 
a wire rope along which the bundles of 
grass are sent sliding down to the farms 
of the fiord. The "lauparstreng," as this 
contrivance in called, very often crosses 
a fiord, and, besides bundles of grass, it 
may carry the produce of the "saeters," 
consisting of big bundles of white and 
brown cheese, tubs of butter and barrels 
of buttermilk.—Pearson's Magazine.

A children's reading1 room ia beins 


fitted up at the pulflo (Hbrary. rf 
will be on the second floor, will be 
comfortably furnished and ma«de as 
attractive aa possible, and can hardlv 
fall to bo of <rreat benefit to the ch'il- 
dren of the city, for which the library- 
is new putting1 forth special effort, as 
has been set forth in this paper from 
time to rime. 


In most cities of any size a chil- 


dren's reading room is provided at th<j 
public library, and this is found to be 
yen' helplul to the youthful readers. 
In Brookline there is not only a chil- 
dren's room in the library, but a school 
work 'room, with an attendant con- 
stantly on duty to assist the pupils of 
tho public schools when they 00 to 
the library to consult reference books, 
etc. Thte design of these children's 
returns is not to induce children to 
cram themselves with reading, but to 
i ultivate in them a love of 
#oo<i 


reading, and to read understanding^. 


That this branch of our public li- 


brary work will be successful there is 
no reason to doubt, in view of what 
has already been done through the 
formation of a children s reading1 club, 
as has heretofore been reported 
in 


these columns. The furniture is now 
being put in, and the room will be 
opened for use some 'time in Septem- 
ber. 


The equipment for the room is the 


gift of William Arthur Gallup to the 
city as a memorial to his children.

Rev, A. E. Wright Will Discuss Nation- 


al Issms From Pulpit 


Before leaving the city on, his va- 


cation. Rev. A. E. Wright 'of the Uni- 
verealist church, in referring- to. church 
work for the coming fall, said to a rep- 
resentative of the Transcript that heex 
>ected on his return! from, his vacation

This Opinion from Mr. Wright is re- 


peated in a letter published m the To- 
ledo Times last week from Grant F. 
Northrup, on the political prospects in 


I his state and Massachusetts. In his 
v*ter, Mr. Northrup says: 


"While in North Adams, Mass., I met 
i Rev. Mr. Wright, a very popular 
j'oung Umversalist minister, and said 
ne: "I cannot endorse all of the Phila- 
delphia platform but I do endorse that 
part in reigard to the Philippines, and I 
will say right here, that I think that I, 
as a ministe'r, have just as much right 
to express my views as artybody and 
commencing in September I will take 
the liberty of saying from the pulpit 
just what I think our duty is toward 
the Filipinos. By all means we must 
retain the Philippines." And his senti- 
ment was echoed with approval by a 
brother minister of Boston' with whom 
I talked. He was a Bryanite m 'fi6, but 
he is ">w an out and 'out expansionist, 
a regular Jeffersonian kind and he will 
support McKinley anlti Roosevelt."

HOUSE ROBBED DURING VAOATION 


Residenot of R. L. Chase Entered 


While Family Was Away

Can't Sell Partridge 


Game Warden Nichols has received a 


copy tof the regulation of the sale of 
game birds, which was passed by the 
last legislature, which makes It a crime 
for anyone to have for sale any wood- 
cjck or partridge. This is for three 
years, anld should be remembered by 
hotel and restaurant keepers as well as 
marketmen. It is also unlawful to kill 
these birds between December 1 and 
October 1. The penalty is $20 for each 
offense and the game wardens of the 
state will take pains to see that it is 
enforced.

• f A friend who has had an aquarium (or 
ifccny years sends this as embodying his 
experience wtth it: 


In setting up an aquarium each fish 


requires one gallon of water. Put two 
laches or so of thoroughly washed gravel 
CD the bottom ol the tank (one comer 
with clean washed sand). Do not filter; 
water; use city or pond water. Pat in 
Iho gravel some "water plants" (a small 
bunch to every two or three gallons of 
• "water) and one or two stones. 
The 


plants make the oxygen that supply the 
fish. If after a week ot BO the fish come 
up to the top of the water to any extent 
tor air, there arc not enough plants, and 
gome more should be added. If the wa- 
ter docs not clear up in a few days, you 
may bare too mnuy plants. At first you 
may have to change the water every four 
or five days until everything gefc> bal- 
anced. A few enaiU, tadpoles, lizards, 
t-tc., are good things to have in the aqua- 
rium. It is not usual for the fish to breed 
in smallJanks.—New York jiJun. „

REPAmifott- SEVERED ARTERIES 


A •ursTlcml Feat To«t Was LOB* 


Tfc«a*at to •)• »a-tnipos»tt»IUtT. 
In the medical archive* in the library 


ot St. Petersburg is an account of a 
most wonderful operation performed by 
Kamtsky, one of the greatest surgeons 
of hia time, an operation like which no 
other ia recorded. Poitinkosh, a rich 
fanner, cattle raiser and reindeer farmer, 
residing north of St. Petersburg, suffer- 
ed an injury to the upper end ot the right 
thigh, caused by being violently hurled 
from his sleigh, the latter having struck 
» stump. The farmer in falling was jag- 
ged by a snag which struck about two 
inches below the fold of the flank, caus- 
ing a torn, bleeding, gaping wound of 
about? four inches In length, directly 
downward aud in a line over the femoral 
artery (the large artery which supplies 
the entire leg with blood), the latter ves- 
sel having been laid bore and severely 
bruised in the wreck, no large vessels 
having been torn. 


Kamtsky, with the great wisdom of * 


world of experience, wisely apprehended 
the possible results of this 
peculiar 


wound, and for the nest 24 bonrs he 
spent every minute of his time, valuable 
as it was, working with chemical fire, 
molten substances and apparatus of di- 
vers kinds until finally the object of his 
efforts was finished, a small, hollow, elas- 
tic, colorless tube about five inches long, 
the composition of which is not recorded, 
consequently not known. In 12 hours aft- 
er his task was finished careful scrutiny 
of the injured limb revealed a slightly 
blnlsh tint, scarcely noticeable, on the 
end of the great toe. This was the signal 
lor operation to the surgeon, and the 
stockman was immediately taken to the 
operating room, where in order to arrest 
oncoming gangrene he was subjected to 
an odd and experimental operation. 


After the patient was antesthetized the 


wound was uncovered, carefully cleaned 
nnd the tissue carefully pushed and dis- 
Bected away from the large artery, expos- 
ing about 3% inches of bruised vessel 
ready to disintegrate. A clamp was plac- 
ed on the artery an inch above where 
normal sound tissue began. Then he cut 
the artery at the junction of the bruised 
nnd sound tissue, nnd, carefully drawing 
the mysterious tube from its a|eptic hid- 
ing place, ho slipped the cut, round end 
of the vessel into it about an inch, being 
exceedingly careful while so doing to 
keep the hollow tube collapsed and emp- 
ty so as to avoid all danger produced by 
the entrance of air. 


Repeating the same process at the low- 


er end of the artery, he inserted the tube 
into the end of the vessel about the same 
distance as the upper end lay in the tub*. 
Then gently releasing the lower clamp, 
be allowed the tube to fill with-'blood 
from the portion of the vessels below. 
Then the final test came when he gently 
nnd steadily moved the clamp above the 
tube, thus establishing an unbroken chan- 
nel which would carry the blood to its 
normal distribution. 
A' slight pouching 


of tbe tube at first caused some fear as 
to v?hethei it were strong-enough to •stand 
the pressure of the heart wave of blood 
as the latter pulsated through its new 
channel. 
This latter defect was over- 


come, howevwr, when the tube was laid in 
the bed of tbe bruised exsected portion 
end the external support of the muscles 
and tissues gave it sufficient strength to 
overcome the pressure of the blood 
stream. The wound'was carefully closed, 
the parts set at rest and results awaited. 
In 36 hours tbe blue tint had disappeared 
from the toe, and the color of the skin of 
the leg changed from a pale ashy to a 
pink. 


Two mouths afterward the patient was 


attending his everyday duties as former- 
ly, suffering no inconvenience whatever 
from his wound. Five years afterward 
the patient died' of acute pneumonia, and 
a post mortem examination of the seat of 
the wound revealed a strong, firm plastic 
composition tube -immediately in the 
"situ" of the composition tube, the latte'f 
having been absorbed by the blood, not, 
however, before the lymphatics had so 
encysted it, just as a bullet becomes en- 
cysted in the body after months of time, 
to the extent that when the tube waa 
eaten away by the blood this fibrous coat 
answered the original plan of circulation. 
—Philadelphia Inquirer.

The murderers of Miss May Fosburg 


in Pittsfi-eld yesterday are still at 
large and every effort to locate them 
up to 2 o'clock this aftemo'on had 
proved unavailing. Of the 25 or more 
tramps arrested onf suepici'onfi not one 
can be connected with the crime. 


This morning-, after a conference be- 


tween the mayor, police and city offic- 
ials, it was decided to Offer a reward 
for the capture of the men who en- 
tered the house and one of whom shot 
Miss Fosburg. The reward is of $500 
for each man( or $1500 for the three, 
and copies of the notice will be sent to 
every police headquarters and town 
Officers in this part of the country. The 
reward is as follows:

The Man Bant 


Never before in the history of Berk- 


shire county was there such a man 
hunt as is now beinte conducted all 
through the central part of the county, 
reinforced 
by diligent search 
all 


through this section and 1m eastern 
New York. The city of Pittsfleld is al- 
most unider martial law in aj>t>earance, 
so numerous are the armed men going 
and coming in the efforts of the ro'.ice 
and citizens to see that no avenue of 
escape is left open.

nition in the stores of the city w 
placed at the disposal of the police, 
and about 250 men werw this equipped 
by the officers, and took their places 
where assigned. 


In addition to thet-. inanr who had 


private weapons were on duty, an3f it 
•svcs ^estimated tnit fully 300 armed 
men were at

Every lively stable offered the use of 


its teams, and many private' citizens 
not only volunteered their

Hf any Arre»t« made 


Arrests on suspicion have bee-n made 


all over the region! and at least 25 of 
these were lodged in the Pittsfleld lock 
up. Others were arrested in Dalton, 
Berkshire, and in the towns south of 
Pittsfleld. All proved to be nothing but 
ordinary tramps, however,. 


Stories came to Chief Nicholson al- 


most faster than he could handle them 
of clues which people in other places 
believed they had. Orte of the most def- 
inite of these was the story from Great 
Barrington that three men early yes- 
terday morning called for a drink at a 
saloon there, and that when they met 
an*yone on the road they took pains to 
conceal their faces. 


In this city last evening the police 


were very watchful of every person 
whose actions seemed at all suspicious. 
One story that was investigated fully 
came from Blackinton. A man without 
a hat went into the store there ankJ 
called for a cap. He said he had lost 
his hat off the street car. This was In- 
vestigated and finally it was learned 
that the man's Story was true. 


There was a story in Adams this 


morning that the police there had ar- 
rested a man who had BO shoe, but this 
was proved to be untrue. 


It is believed that the manl who left 


his shoe in the h'ouse where the murder 
was committed has provided himself 
with a new pair before thi£ 


In Troy las* night a, man without a 


coat was met t>y a detVvHve. end on 
account of his actions arrested. The 
fellow said his name was John H. 
Sullivan and that he is a tinsmith by 
trade. He told conflicting stories, and 
when the officer suggested that the po- 
lice of Holyoke might shed light upon 
his identity he declared that the oo- 
lire "are sore on me and will do me 
dirt." His strange conduct 
caused 


the detective to summon Special Of- 
ficer Lawr&nson» who -was on the oa- 
posite side of the atrefet, and the two 
officers escorted Sullivan to th« cen- 
tral office, where they plied him with 
questions relative to his whereabouts 
last nJght about the tlm« the murder 
in Pittsfleldi. Sullivan said he was in 
HoDyoke. that nigh*, a.nd had) left for 
Troy the next morning; forgetting1 his 
coat). Subsequently he declared that 
while drunk he had been robbed of the 
roat. He denied being1 in Pittsfleld, 
but his stories were so" conflicting that 
the police will hold him until the au- 
thorities at Holyoko and at Pittsfleld 
aro advised of the arrest. 


Little New Evidence 


There was litti« new evidence In the 


case today. It waa learned that the 
man who fired the shot that killed 
Mies Fosburfir was the one wlw wore 
tho bfortvn derby, and that instead of 
a pillc.v case for a mask, he wone a 
snmft block mask. (This was found 
in thp hallway near th,6 hat, and) was 
evidently torn, off in the struggle with 
the younger Mr. Fosburg. This was 
found by the police yesterday morn- 
ing, 
but it was not made public till 


this morning'. 


The shoe 
founld In the Fosburg 


house and evidently dropped by one of 
the burglars, was of patent leather, 
with broadcloth top, made by Hannan 
& Son, of New York. Telegraphic in- 
quiry reveals the fact that it was sold 
at retail from a store at 1203 Broadway 
early this spring The shoe is an ex- 
pensive one, retailing at some $6 or 
$7, and would hardly be likely to be- 
long; to any but a professional bur- 
glar. A brawn derby hat was also 
found in the house, anS it; too, is of 
an expensive make:. 


The revolver was of cheap pattern 


and would be of little use except at 
close range. 


The hat may be the means of track- 


ing1 one of tho men. "Teddy" Connor, 
bartender at the United States hotel, 
says he saw the hat, or one like it on 
one. of two colored men who were in 
the hotel last Sunday. Both were well 
dressed' and seemed to rtave money. 


State Officer* on Hand 


Last night State Detective George 


Dunham anid Joe Whitney of Boston, 
Mr. McKay of Northampton and Mr. 
Pease of Lee arrived add went over 
the case with Chief of Police Nichol- 
son. Their presence is due to Governor 
Crane's interest to the case. The gov- 
ernor telephoned from his home in 
Dalton yesterday morning asking Chief 
Nicholson If hfe would like some help 
from the state. The chief made an af- 
firmative rep-ly and the governor at 
once asked Chief Wade of the state 
police ti send as many state detectives^ 
as could be spared. 


Some Doubt Robbery 


There were rumors yesterday that 


the burglary was the outgrowth of the 
differences between Mr. Fnsburg and 
the labor unions regarding employ- 
ment on the new StaiuSy shops and 
that the visit was by men delegated to 
kill the senior member of the firm. 
This, however, the officers and the 
labor unions deny with indignation, 
especially as during the differences as 
to wages and hours1 there has been no 
serious feeling, and negotiations thus 
far undertaken have been with the 
most cordial surroundings. 


The Botetooi Herald's special Corres- 


pondent has the following in hie story 
of the miurtter: 


There are some rersons in the city 


who think that the entrance Into the 
house was moitt for the purpose of rob- 
bery, but for murder. There is one 
significant thing: about the affair that 
is causing muoh speculation. In the 
r am wh£re the revolver 
and other 


things wete taken on fee first entrance 
to the house were ijhe valuable wed- 
ding presents of ,Mi\r and Mrs.. Rob- 
ert L. Fosburg. They, were packed in 
itruii'ks and, could have very easily 
been cpened'. 


The way-the men worked indicates 


tha* either they were very unprofes- 
sional about the affair or there was 
another motive than burglary. It was 
found that the trail of the burglars in 
the house was strewa with burned 
brown matches 
Qtf 
a 
cheap kind. 


These were not the kind of matches 
used by Mr. Fosburg's family. 


IWr. Voctmrg'* Story 


Mr. Fosburg1,' father of the young 


woman wlio was killed, in telling the 


ry of the affair, says that he was 


awakened by a flash, of light from the 
hallway, as of sctaeone lighting a 
match, and turned'o'ijer in bed facing 
the door. AnothW fla.§h. came and ho 
sat up on the^edge of the bed pre- 
pared to investigate. He had not time 
to 
mafee 
a 
movei when two men 


stepped into the room and one of them 
thrust a revol\-er into his face. Mr. 
Fasburg is 60 years of age, but did not 
show the least hesitation in the crisis 
which thus suddenly faced him. Ho 
leaped up and struck the burglar's arm 
with all his strength. The weapon flew 
from his hand andi slid under the bed, 
where it was found tod'a.y. 


"Theni," said Mr. Fosburg, "I grap- 


pled with him and a terrible struggle 
in the dark began. It was a fight for 
life and death and I was putting forth 
my full strength when the other man 
ran in apd struck me over the head 
with a sandbag. He hit me several 
tuiiea In the face and finally struck 
me over the back of the neck, the' 
weapon seeming1 to wind around my 
neck. 


"This blow caused me to fall over 


backward and in my fall I carried 
with m© the man with whom I was 
fighting. 
We continued to grapple 


with each other on the floor and it 
was while we were both on the floor 
that the sooting began in the hall. 
When the shots were fired the man 
whom I had hold of made a strong ef- 
fort to get away and was successful 
in breaking my hold. He ran across 
the vacant room and out oni the bal- 
cony from which he leaped to the 
street. 


"The revolver which I knocked out 


of the man's hand in the struggle 
wasi a cheap revolver of the bulldog 
pattern and of 44 caJiber. The men 
had their shoes off or wore wearing 
something over their shoeg^ for they 
made little noise as they moved about 
the house." 


Fnneral of !HI»» Foibnrg 


The funeral of the young woman who 


was murdered will be held tomorrow 
morning at the house whore the crime 
occurred. Rev. F. Z. V. Holmes, pas- 
to of the Westminster Presbyterian 
church of Chicago will conduct t 
services. Mr. Foaburg, when asked 
whether the funeral would be private, 
said that in view of all that had, been 
done for the family this could not well 
be done.

Rockwell andi D. A. Russell of this 
city and George A. Mole of Adams 
have been asked to serve aa bearers. 


The body will be platwd in the vault 


at Pittsfleld, and Inter -will b~e taken 
to Buffalo for burial.

BIB 6RADIN6JOB COMPLETED 


Normal School Work Costing $10,000? 


All Finished Except Seeding 


The work of grading the- normal 


school property, which is probably the 
biggest Job of the kind ever done In 
this city, is practically completed, and 
a week more will flnlsh up the work so 
far as it will be done this year. The 
change that the work has made In the 
appearance 'of the property ie, as might 
be expected, very great, and within the 
last few days large numbers have vis- 
ited the property, and expressed their 
appreciation of the improvement. 


The development of the 
property1 


towards the park idea must of course 
be a work of time, but much has been 
donfe as a starter this year. The amount 
of material that has been handled has 
ffi>t been figured up, but it is very 
large, and the cost of the work has 
come fully up to the $10,000 all1 wed for 
it. 


The entire property of five acres has 


been graded and terraced, loam jhas 
been put on, and sod laid along the 
walks. The rest of the lanU will be 
seeded this wsek, and by next summer 
a firm sod will have been formed. The 
money on hand for the work would not 
allow of the sodding of the entire prop- 
erty. Through the property walks have 
been laid out in pleasing curves anU so 
designed as to be of the greatest pos- 
sible convenience. Broad steps have 
been built where the walks go up the 
terraces, and in front driveways have 
been built, with a driveway running 
about the building. 


In addition to this, Lawrence and 


Highland avenues have been put at 
grade by the contractor, the state pay- 
ing for this. A petition for the accept- 
anbe of Lawrence avenue is now before 
the city council, and one for the ac- 
ceptance 'of Highland avenue will prob 
ably be entered. 


The effect of the work has been to in- 


crease greatly, the appearance of the 
entire' property, and private property 
ownters in that part of the city are 
pleased at the results accomplished. 
The engineering work was done by H. 
P. Linneli, and the grading was done 
by Thomas J. Smith of Worcester, who 
wasi awarded the contract on his1 bid. 


This is the chief work that has been 


donte about the ri.Tjnal school this sum- 
mer. The ordinary repairs have been 
made in the building, but these have 
not amounted to much.

Correspondent Who Does Not Approve 


of Brandy Drop Crusade

"The , rosecution this week of a num- 


ber of small dealers in fruit and candv, 
for selling brandy drops to children 
under 16 yeans old, afforded another 
strikir.gr illustration of the danger that 
attends the commission of petty crime 
in this glorious odd commonwealth. 
The Drosecul.onsi were instituted by 
Vgent McCaffrey of the state board of 
health, who visits North Adams ne- 
riodically, and his visits are usually 
followed by the prosecution of one or 
tiore r,ersong on the charge of violat- 
ing health laws." 


Generally the peojlle caught by Mr. 


ilcCadr'e-y are soor and uninfluential, 
ind doing business in a small way, 
'-.hough! there have been times when 
he has had' more pretentious mer- 
^hants before the court. On this oc- 
casion, although the agent admitted 
'n his address to the court that brandy 
drops are sold at all drur stores in 
the city, it was only some 
humble 


keepers of fruit stands that were haul- 
ed ur>. The men in these cases claim- 
ed that they did not know of any such 
law as they were charged with violat- 
ing, and there is every reason to be- 
lieve their statements were truthful. 
The court evidently did not regard the 
defendants as very dangerous crim- 
inals, and they were let off on payment 
of the costs. 


"It is all right to protect children 


from the danger of contracting the al- 
cohol habit, but it strikes the average 
man that, under eKisting- conditions, to 
be monkeying around after ignorant 
violators of the "brandy drop" law is 
not the largest sized business in the 
world. If there is brandy enough in 
these drops to be dangerousi it would 
seem to be time to strike at somebody 
besides the keepers of peanut stands. 
It 19 safe to say that such prosecutions 
as these, while much mare serious 
matters aro daily glossed ewer or tot- 
ally iTiored, have little moral effect, 
and do little to strengthen respect for 
'aw." 


The Pittsfleld Eagle has. the follow- 


ing on the same subject; 


"A number of North Adams confec- 


tioners have been called into court for 
selling brandy drops to children. This 
crusade is to be commended and it 
brings the query as to whether any of 
llic drops aro being sold in in Pitts- 
field. We provide all tho conveniences 
for grown people to gratify their ap- 
petites, but let us be sure that the 
younger ones are spared temptation 
as long as possible."
